Assistant State's Attorney Frank Senhalten 
admitted to a reporter for Tum TRIBUN® that 
Fink had been paid the lump sum of money 
for his testimony. He admitted the office 
of State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne had been 
used to secure immunity for Fink from 
prosecution in Indiana, where he was facing 
trial for arson, and also for immunity for 
the 100 or more fires he started in Chicago. 

The insurance companies interested in sup- 
pressing the arson ring furnished the money. 


Fink Makes ‘‘Confersion,’’ 

On the witness stand Fink told of the num- 
ber of fires he had started im the city, the 
thousands of dollars of insurance he had got 
out of the insurance companies, and finally 
the cash and valuable considerations he had 
got for his confession to the state's attorney 
of Cook county. 

“What hotel are you stopping at?’ asked 
Judge Brentano, leaning toward the witness. 

“The Plaza, your honor,” replied Fink, 
with a grin. 

“The Plaza!” said the court, drawing away 
surprised, ‘Why, that's where I live. 
Hither you are going to move or I am.”’ 

* I'll move tonight, your honor,” said Fink. 

“I wonder what some of the occupants of 
the Plaza would think,’’ said the judge after 
adjournment, “‘ if they knew they were sleep- 
ing under the same roof with a man who had 
burned property and endangered lives right 
and left.” / 


Bought Testimony Disclosed, 
The revelation of the bought testimony 
came out in the trial of Harold J. Finder, an 


ih the burning of the D, I. Feleenthal com- 
pany woolen and rag plant at 902-4 South 
‘Morgan street March 7, 1912. 

Fink testified that he set the fire on the 
afrangement that he be given 10 per cent of 
the $30,000 insurance.

HOWLS DOWN HIS TALK.

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The imperial chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, and the min- 
ister of war, Gen. von Falkenhayn, told the 
reichstag today that the government up- 
holds the action of the German troops in 
Alsace in defending themselves from the 
Francophile populace. 

The speech of the minister of war roused 
the socialists and radicals to fury and it ie 
probable that a vote of censure on the im- 
perial chancellor or a vote of lack of confi- 
dence in the government will be adopted at 
tomorrow's session. | 

Discussion of the events at Zabern, caused 
by Lieut. Baron von Forstner’s insulting 
words regarding the pro-French tendencies 
of the Alsatians, provoked the stormy ses- 
gion today. | 

Both the imperial chancellor and the min- 
ister of war said that the authority of the 
mailed fist will be maintained in the 
empire at whatever cost and that agitators, 
whether in the press or in the reichstag, 
cannot intimidate them. | 


Has Support of Emperor. 

Particular interest was paid to the war 
minister’s announcemeént on account of the 
fact that he has had a conference on the 
subject with Emperor William, who is shoot- 
ing on the estates of his friend, Prince von 
Fuerstenberg, and it was taken for granted 
that the kaiser himself was speaking to the 
country.

Few Republicans Answer. 

Answers from Republicans are few. Four 
favor the méendation. They are Powell 
Clayton of Arkansas, J. W. McCulloch of 
Kentucky, Henry G. Wasson of Penneylva- 
nia, and Alfred T. Rogera of Wisconsin. 
Four Republicans are noncommittal, Wil- 
liam Barnes Jr. being among them. Henry 
§. Jackson of Georgia, Republican, is the 
one man to come out flat footedly in oppo- 
sition t® presidential primaries.

Bill Comes in Apt Time. 

Mr. Mann suggested that the appearance of 
the Hay bill on the day following Presi- 
dent Wilson’s public discussion of the Mexi- 
can situation in his message was significant. 

“It seems to me that perhaps this bill 
comes in at an apt time,” he said. “I have 
refrained during the year from any discus- 
sion of the Mexican situation, and I do not 
intend to discuss it now. Of course, Chair- 
man Hay, the administration, and al} other .

There are two factors which may at 
any moment inject into the Mexican sit- 
uation a new element which would tend 
to put the United States in a very disad- 
vantageous position. 

One is the upper class Mexican who, 
sooner than lose his special privileges, 
would plot for and welcome European 
intervention. 

The other factor consists of the ma- 
jority of Europeans :interested in Mexico, 
who want peace restored and that soon, 
but without intervention by the United 
States. 


Upper Claeses Oppose Democracy. 

Democracy and its ideals never have 
made any impression on the upper class 
Mexicans as a whole, They admire aris- 
tocracy und would like to see it estab- 
lished in Mexico. They are thoroughly 
wedded to the specia] privilege. class sys- 
tem which up to the present has generally 
enabled them to govern Mexico -for their 
exclusive benefit. 
The continuation of these privileges 
means more to them than the maintenance 
of a true Mexican independence. The 
history of Mexico- shows this plainly. 
The part taken by this class in the strug- 
gle against Spain was not for the pur- 
pose of establishing democracy in Mex- 
ico but to oust the Spaniard from his spe- 
cial privileges and assume them them- 
selves. 

From the time the followers of Cortez, 
on two different occasions, urged him to 
break away from Spain and make him- 
self king, until Mexico finally freed her- 
self from Spain, there was a struggle on 
the part of the Mexican Spaniard to make 
the Spaniard from Spain treat him as an 
equa! and accord him the same privileges. 


Peons Were Not Benefited. 
This desire on the part of the Mexican 
Spaniard was amply justified and deserv- 
ing of success. ‘The trouble was that the 
mass of the ignorant peons, making up 
the bulk of the people, were not really

PIONEBR SAILING MASTER DIES. 


Capt. Alfred Ackerman, Fifty Years on 
Great Lakes, Passes Away at 
Twin Lakes, Wis. 


Capt. Alfred Ackerman, for nearly fifty 
years a sailing master on the great lakes, lat- 
terly wealthy and owner of a summer resort 
on Lake Blizabeth, Twin Lakes, Wis., where 
many Chicagoans went, died yesterday. He 
was 88 years old. 

Capt. Ackerman was born on a farm in 
northern New York, but at the age of 19 be- 
‘tame a licensed sailing master at Sackett’s 
Harbor. His first trip, in 1844, was up the 
St. Lawrence and through the lakes to Chi- 
cago. Until 1888 he continued sailing out of 
Chicago, Kenosha, and Milwaiikee, and then 
retired. He built the ill fated schooner 
Ralph Simmons, the Christmas tree ship 
which went down with its crew and cargo a 
year ago. 

Capt. Ackerman is survived by three chil- 
dren—Edwin T. of Chicago, Alfred L. of 
Genoa Junction, Wis., and Mrs. Robert I. 
Randolph of Riverside. The funeral will be 

at 2 p. m. tomorrow at Twin Lakes.

_ Error Gives Europe Chance. 
Juarez succeeded in overturning the 
conservative government before this plan 
had fully matured. He found a country 
badly in debt and confronted with a large 
number of European claitis, many of a 
questionable character, left by the con- 
servatives. Probably unwisely, he per- 
suaded congress to suspend the payment 
on foreign debts for a period of two years. 
This gave England, Spain, and France 
the opportunity they were looking for. For 
some time a number of exiled Mexican 
conservatives living in Europe had been 
plotting to bring about European inter- 
vention. Napoleon III. of France wanted 
to appease Austria by establishing a Mex- 
jean monarchy with an Austrian arch- | 
duke as emperor. Spain hoped to found 
a monarchy with a Spanish Bourbon on 
the throne and had been helping the con- 
servatives with this end in view.. England 
wanted her claims and other dues paid 
regardiess of what happened, 

In the treaty of London’ signed by these 
three powers it was proposed to seques- 
trate the Mexican customs. Also it was 
stated that none of the powers had any 
intention of appropriating any territory 
or interfering with the Mexican govern- 
ment. The United States was asked to 
join the expedition but refused. Without, 
however, waiting for her answer, the joint 
expedition sailed for Mexico, The Span-

There are plenty of European financial 
houses eager to lend money to Mexico. No 
matter how much the revolution may tear 
up the country it cannot destroy the iim- 
mense natural resources. These resources 
are sufficient guarantee forany loan. Vhere 
are some concerns with concessions pend- 
ing, the confirmation of which may depend 
on their willingness to loan the Huerta 
government money. The influence of the 
United States government with European 
governments is the only thing which pre- 
vents these loans being made. 

Ifthe Mexicans cannot themselves re- 
store order, and most foreigners in Mexico 
dowbt their ability to do so, there are only 
two courses open—viz.: intervention by 
the United States or by a group of pow- 
ers. Europeans believe and constantly 
preach in a great part of their press that 
American intervention means in the end, 
at least reciprocity, and probably annexa- 
tion. Either the one or the other will put 
them at a great disadvantage by compari- 
son with se American doing business in 
Mexico. For this reason the majority of 
foreigners are bitterly opposed to Amer- 
ican inervention and_ will do anything 
they can to prevent It.

Spain Gives Open Support. 


The Spanish government is open in its 
support of Huerta’s government, which has 
its greatest following in Mexico among the 
conservatives. 

The ‘French papers have already sug- 
gested that the time for a joint expedi- 
tion has arrived. 

A riot in Mexico City against foreign- 
ers, something Huerta can manage any 
duy he wishes, is likely to result if he is 
assassinated or the Constitutionalists cap- 
ture the city, and the excuse for European 
intervention will have been given. 

We could prevent it only by force. If in- 
vited to join and we did co, we must play 
a subordinate part, as neither in our army 
nor our navy have we such high grades 
of rank as in the European services. This 
means a European in command of the al- 
lied forces. If we do flot join the expedi- 
tion then we may expect no consideration 
of our interests. 


Would Not Meet Interests.’ 


With the European predominant, united 
with the upper class Mexicai. and opposed 
to us because of commercial reasons, we 
eould be sure that the result of the inter- 
vention would correspond neither with our 
interests nor our political convictions. 

The Monroe doctrine, besides acting as 
a guarantee of democratic government in 
this hemisphere, prevents European or 
Asiatic nations from bringing their quar- 
rels to our neighborhood and thus embroil- 
ing us against our wishes. 

The downfall of that doctrine would 
mean the end of that guarantee and the 
end of that protection to ourselves from 
the affairs of the other hemisphere.

Gov. Dunne of Illinois favors government 
ownership of railways and believes this solu- 
tion for the transportation problem in this 
country is inevitable. 


The governor expressed his views on the. 


subject while visiting the senate this after- 
noon as the guest of Senator Lewis. 

“IT was greatly interested in reading in 
Tup CHICAGO TRIBUNE the account of the 
government ownership legislation contem- 
plated by a number of senators, among them 
Senator Kenyon, I believe,” the governor said 
to a group of senators in the cloak room. 

“ Government ownership of railroads is in- 
evitable. We are headed straight that way 
and I don’t think it will take us long to er- 
rive. The acceptance of the principle is 
closing in upon us on all sides. 

“At the same time I do not believe in 
plunging blindly into such a new policy in 
this country. I would not have the nation 
take over the railroads if tt should mean the 
paying of an exorbitant price based on a 
fictitious value of the properties to be ac- 


} quired.” 


‘* Government ownership is ‘the only logical 
solution of our transportation problem. The 
servicevof the railroads is for the people 
and the people are the logical owners and 
operators.”’

Once Said He Had “No Personal In- 
terest” in Case Against W. T. Meng. 


Ernest H. Sturm ts an assistant deporting 
agent. He haga an office in the state hospital 
at Dunning. Recently he appeared at Tur 
TRIBUNE office and tried to have a story of 
the Meng case suppressed “‘ for no personal 
interest, but for jJustice’s sake.”’

Other Engineers Differ with 
Builders as to Cause of

After a thorough inspection of the street 


| cave-in in front of the new Marshal! Field 


building at Randolph etreet’ and Wabash 
avenue, Building Commissioner Henry Erics- 
son said last night that no one could be 
blamed for the movement of earth. He 
characterized tha cave-in as one of the 
building accidents that occur in Chicago. 
Engineers of the sewer department and 
the water pipe department, however, do not 
agree with Commissioner Ericsson; neither 
do they agree with the explanation advanced 
by the architect and contractor. They de- 
clare the steel shoring which was intended 
to hold back the earth was not braced suffi- 


ciently to hold the weight of earth and the | 


sidewalk and that the iron braces conse- 
quently buckled and the sheeting was pushed 
Inward toward the steel foundation supports. 

These engineers also pointed out that the 
use of steel sheeting was in the nature of an 
experiment, concrete retaining walls being 
the usual practice. 

Ericsson Sees Damage Covered, 

“I can’t tell the real cause of the sinking 
of the street,’’ Commissioner Ericason said. 
“I don’t know whether it was caused by the 
bursting of a water main or whether the 
water main burst afterward. 

“ However, the damage, which will amount 
to more than $15,000 on the building and 
street, is covered by the contractor's bond, 
and the expenses of repair will have to be 
paid by the firm. 

‘“‘In every street where there is ja new 
building the street sinks eight or nine 
inches. We knew that the usual movements 
had taken place here, but had no warning 
I have notified the contractor 
to shore up the Wabash avenue side so 
there will not be a cave-in there."’ 


Engineers and Builders Differ, 

William Matthews, engineer for the sewer 
department of the city, said the cave-in was 
the result of the inadequate braces on the 
steel casing. He said that leaking sewe:” 
or a broken main could not have caused the 
movement, City Engineer John Ericson ex- 
pressed a similar opinion. 

H. R. Lucas, superintendent of water pipe 
extension, said that the contractors, John 
Griffiths & Sons, knew of the sinking of the 
street twenty days ago, and that no water 
pipe was leaking. 

BE. R. Graham of D. H. Burnham & Co., 
architects, said the cause of the cave-in was 
the leaking of a sewer on the north side of 
Randolph street. He said the steel casing 
was adequately braced to hold the pressure. 
This also was the view of John Griffitha, the 
contractor. 

The cave-in left a hole in the street about 
eight feet deep and 100 feetin length. The 
granite stone on the front of the building 
also was cracked.

TEXAS FLOOD GROWS SERIOUS; 
10,000 AT WACO ARE HOMELESS 


Residents Marooned in Trees Near Tem- 
ple—Lowlands for 
Miles Under Water. 


Dallas, Tex., Dec. 3.—With my et 
the Trinity, Brazos, and Colorado—and innu- 
merable small streams out of their banks as 
a result of torrential rains which began Mon- 
day night and atill continue, the flood situa- 
tion in céntral Texas has assumed serious 
proportions. 

Within a territory 200 miles in length and 
100 miles in width almost all of the lowlands 
are under water. Approximately 15,000 per- 

ns have been driven from their homes and 
scores have been rescued from tree tops and 
floating wreckage. 

Waco, on the Brazos river, reported the 
most serious situation today. Sections of 
that city known as South and West Waco are 
under water, and it is estimated that more 
than 10,000 residents were made homeless.

2.360 men killed the mines of. the 
United States, according to a report just 
issued by the bureau of mines in Wash- 
ington. There are no figures of the num- 
ber injured in that year. But for 1911 
the bureau records 9,106 serious inju- 
ries and 22,228 slight injuries among 
miners. “Serious injuries,” the report 
explains, often implies that the men have 
been “so maimed and crippled as to be 
useless to themselves and burdeng .to 
their families.”

On the 
they show a decrease in the death rate 
of miners in 1912 of 15.5 per cent, as 
compared with the number killed In 1911, 
which was 2,719.

RADIATORS AND HUMIDITY. 

M. H. R. writes: “ Will you kindly explain 
how you fixed your radiator to keep up the 
humidity, a matter to which you made ref- 
erence some days since? We have hot water 
heat, and have several gaivanized iron cans 
that hang on the back of the radiators, hold- 
ing water which evaporates so slowly that I 
think they are inadequate. 
hear of something better.” 

REPLY. 

We have fully thirty letters asking how I fixed 

my radiator. 


M. H. R. Ie right. The amount of water that 


can be eVaporated from an tron can is far from 
being enough I bought a wood wheel air vaive for 
@ quarter, or thereabouts. I ecrewed off the ermal! 
valve op the side of the radiator, and screwed 
this on its place. When I want (to increase the 
humidity, I turn the smal) wooden wheel and 
steam blows tmto the air, When there is enough, 
I turn it off. The objection is the noise it makes. 
The engineers say that if everybody did this the. 
janitors would be compelled to waich the water in 
the boliers more ciosely. 
There are eeveral methods tn use designed te 
overcome the shortcomings of this'simple arrange- 
ment. In one group are the silencers, devised to 
prevent the noise. Another apparatus ts one to 
prevent the lowering of the water In the boiler. 
At the Lane Technical High schoo) the engineer, 
Mr. Btolta, humidifies the air by the following 
methed: He haa built two galvanized iron tanks, 
each 60x18x18, in the hot air chamber. In each 
tank he has placed sixty feet of one-half inch 
brass pipe. through which eteam circulates. The 
water (n these tanks ia kept at a constant tevel 
by the float vaive In. cold weather these twe 
tanks evaporate 750 gallons of water a day. 
The morning I was there the water in these tanks 
was boiling actively, and a cloud of steam was 
rising and entering the air duct. The teachers 
tell us the relative humidity of the school rooms 
is around fifty. They say the air is pleasantly 
moist and pleasantly warm. Mr. Stoltz telis us 
that he finds it. easier to satisfactorily heat the 
school since this apparatus wés inatalied.

in the George garden, at Hanover, . 

There, most artistically arranged, they are

The palace stands in a garden of {ts own, 
off the great avenue leading to the big palace 
of Herrenhauses. It escapes the attention 
of the ordinary tourist, has its entrance 
adorned with the royal arms of England, and 
was built by Sovereign Elector Ernest Au- 
gustus of Hanover, at the end of the seven- 
teenth century, for his favorite, Countess 
Platen. , 

The countiess may be regarded as having 
been the founder of the fortunes of her house, 
and if today the counts of Plate n-Haliermund 
figure in part Il. of the Aimanach de Gotha 
among those mediatized families who for 
merly exercised petty sovereign sway in 
Germany, and are now entiticd to mate ona 
footing of equality with the reigning dynas- 
ties of Europe, it is owing to the fratity of 
this ancestress of theirs, for whom the father 
of King George 1. of Britain, bujlt this ao- 
called Little palace, besides raising her fa- 
ther to petty sovereign rank. 

After remaining unuged until about twenty 
years ago, the palace was devoted by the 
kaleer’s orders to its present purposes. 

There is now talk at the court of Berlin 
of moving the collection elsewhere,

It may be added thai the rulers of Austria- 
Hungary, of Saxony. Bavaria, Russia. and 
especially WlUrtemberg, have huge collec- 
tions of this kind of incalculable, ertistic 
value. which a/sense of moral responsibility 
causes them to keep from public view, and 
which a sentiment of artistic responsibility 
prevents them from consigning to d¢struc- 
‘tion. | 

Queen Wilhelmina, however, who is deeply

chairman of the delegation, perceived that 


the resolution might embarrass the efforts 
of Mayor Harrison and President Payne of

Help in Moving Crops,

portioned among the states. Then he said: 

“ These incidents also show conclusively 
the enormous value of an altruistic govern- 
mental agency in the financial affairs of the 
country.

N case the board of education decides to 
print its own speller, —— to its di- 
rections to Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, it is 
expected that a suit to prevent it from 
publishing text books will be started. The 
suit, it is said, will emanate either from mem- 
bers of denominations having parochial 
schools pr from text book publishing houses. 

“There is nothing in the school law which 
specifically states the board has the power 
to print text books,” said Angus Roy Shan- 
non, attorney for the board, yesterday. “ But 
if a suit is brought, and one is sure to come 
if the board prints its spellers, we are céer- 
tain to win.” 

Mrs, Young’s report, which has been g¢4x- 
pected most any time, is mot ready yet. There 
are no spellers in the school at present, al- 
though spelling is taught through other text 
books.

A Tip to the Judge—Ask a Woman. 


Mere man was called upon yesterday in the 
courtroom of Federal Judge Landis to tell from 
just what part of the anatomy of a heron are 
taken the feathers known as an “ aigrette,” and 
he was unable to do so. 

An aigrette shipped by Marshall Field & Co. 
last May from Chicago to Kansas City had been 
seized by the government on the grounds that it 
had, not been properly described on the outside 
of the box and that this was a violation of the 
federal laws demanding that the sender of 
plumage of wild birds make known clearly the 
contents of the box. 

“This box contained an aigrette,” explained 
Assistant District Attorney Frederick Dickinson 
to the court. 

“A what?’ questioned Judge Landis. 

“An aigrette—the plumage of a wild bird.” 

“What kind of a bird,’ pursued Judge Landis. 

The assistant district attorney was puzzled a 
moment until the representative of the depart- 
ment store volunteered the information that an 
aigrette came from a heron and that the feath- 
ers were worn by women on their hats. 

“T’ve seen plenty of heron in my time, but I 
can’t imagine what part of their plumage would 
look well on. a woman’s hat. Just what part of 
the bird’s anatomy does the aigrette come from? 
Can any one tell me?” 

Mr. Dickinson admitted he couldn’t; the store 
man couldn’t. The judge then asked whether the 
law under which the feather had been seized had 


been meant for the protection of the woman or 


the bird. Mr. Dickinson “guessed” it was 
meant for the bird. Judge Landis continued the 
cage until the government or defendant should 
make clear to him from what part of the iieron 
the aigrette was pulled.

Some great cooks never mention 
ohicken, although they give hundreds of 
fo. cooking fowl. They “poach” it in boiling 
stock. 

As to which way to bof] the chicken, much 
depends upon the way it is to be eaten. The 
plainer the service it is to be devoted to, the 
more necessary it is to start it to boil in boilin 
water, with the precaution that it shall boi 
slowly—not hard enough to coagulate the part 


that stiffens with great heat. The boiling water - 


coagulates this element on the surface, and 
keeps the precious juices in, but hard bofling 
stiffens it through and through, so that the 
meat will nevér be soft, no matter how long 


it is botled. 


The same thing can bé done, to some extent, 
when it is boiled hard after being started in 
cold water, but the element that stiffens will 
dissolve in cold water and water below boiling 
point; so that not much may be left in to harden 
the meat by the time it boils hard.

It is when chicken or any meat is cooked at 
temperature low enough to dissolve the al- 
minous element, which stiffens exactly as 
does white of egg with heat, that it can be 
cooked to a rag. Some people like it cooked 
this way, especially when it is served with a 
gauce of high flavor, or something like curry. 

The best fricassees, if one is a good cook, are 
made by disjointing the chicken and putting it 
on to cook in cold water—a little more than to 
cover. The liquid part of the fricassee, if it is 
Well cooked and thickened, is a more delicate 
and flavorous thing than the meat of the 
chicken itself, but the excellence of the two 
ought to be complementary, and must be, for 
when the meat is cooked until dry, hard, and 
insipid, the gravy will not be any too rich ip 
chicken juices. 

Few people really know how to boil anything, 
and if a chicken is to be used for salad or other 
such service, it-is better for the inexperienced 
to steam it done. This can be done by putting 
it on a trivet in a pot with only water enough 
to come up to the chicken, or to cover it but 
in part.

So famous a cook as Filippini starts a capon 
of five pounds to boil in ag quarts of cold 
water.

Some people get as much service from 
“boiling chicken” as from any other one por- 
tion of meat of equal weight. First, there’ is 
the precious broth. Second, there ig the breast, 
which may be served in no end of ways, 
masqued in fine sauces, etc., served quite plain, 
or cut up to make a holiday salad. The finest 
of the dark meat is nowadays also used for 
salad. Thirdly, the wings and drumsticks may 
be used for a delicious stew or fricassee, with 
some of the broth, and particularly for curried 
chicken. Any scraps may be used for a curry, 
and the tiny bits may not only be used for 
hash, but with macaroni and other such pastes, 
The cooked and chopped liver, heart, and gis- 
zard of chicken are much used for the maca- 
roni puddings of Italy.

An old patriarch of the poultry yard has not 
much fine flavor to yield, but must be boiled 
long and slowly to bring out what is in the 
flesh. It is all right to start it cooking in cold 
water, and never allow the water to really boil, 
but a fine chicken should be started to cook in 
boiling water. The lack of flavor in the old bird 
has led to the invention of several slowly 
cooked stews.

An ordinance was recommended for pas- 
sage yesterday by the health committee to 
regulate the manufacture of ali meat food 
products, such as sausage, mincemeat, 
canned meats, veal loaf, smoked fish, boiled 
hem, ete.

INCOME TAX LAW 
_ FACES TEST SUIT 
Chicago Attorneys Attack 


Measure on Behalf of Elsie 
de Wolfe, Paris. 


CHARGE DISCRIMINATION 


An attack on the constitutionality of the 
new federal income tax law is made in a 
suit filed yesterday in the United States Dis- 
trict court. It was filed by Attorneys Colin 
Cc. H. Fyffe and Ira Ryner of Chicago and 
W. Bourke Cockran of New York in behalf 
of Miss Elsie De Wolfe, a citizen of New 
York, now resident in Versailles, France. 

Primarily the suit is directed against the 
Continental and Commercial Trust and Sav- 
ings bank for the recovery of $5,000 on the 
ground that the bank has refused to make 
payment on thirty coupons of the Appa- 
lachian Power company. The bank, eccord- 
ing to the allegations, declined to make pay- 
ment unless she presented a certifitate of 
ownership as required under the new treas- 
ury regulations relating to the income tax. 


Attacks Income Tax Law. 

The suit; which is the first on record to 
attack the validity of the new law, is avowed- 
ly a test case, according to the lawyers. 
While the amount involved is small, the suit 
in ite last analysis is of vast importance, as 
it is believed the case ultimately will be car- 
ried to the United States Supreme court. 

There aré five principal counts in the bill 
ef complaint and Miss De Wolfe seeks to 
recover $1,000 on each count. Even if she 
should win her case on all counts, according 
to the lawyers, she can recover only $1,000, 

Attorney Levy Mayer, counsel for the bank, 
will have charge of the defense. 

“T have read the declaration and the 
grounde upon which the law is attacked,” 
Attorney Mayer said. ‘“ The case will be 
defended vigorously. Itis the firat of its kind 
and as the government is vitally interested 
I may conclude to ask Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds to coUperate in the defense,” 


Points on Legality of Measure, 
Summarized, the bill attacks the validity of 
the income tax law on the following grounds; 
A-—It is imposed upon but 423,000 per- 
sons out of a population of some 90,000,000 
and the said péereons or class on whom it | 
is thus attempted to impose said tax have 
never consented to its i tion. | 
B—Byven if it be held that congress has 
authority to levy a special tax upon 
428,000 persons not of their own consent 
but by the action of others themselves 
exempt from such tax, nevertheless the 
plaintiff alleges that the said pretended 
income tax grossly violated every element 
of equality before the law that might 
still remain to her and persons similarly 
situated, under sucb a penetrnenes of 
the constitution. ' 
In support of these contentions the bill setae 
forth that the complainant is taxed at a rate 
ten times greater than persons who enjoy in- 
comes from $250,000 to $500,000 a year, a vie- 
lation of her constitutional rights, ‘it is 
averred.

COMPETITION FORCES IT. 


Doubts Advantages of the Pan- 
ama Canal; Speaks to Tli- 
nois Manufacturers on | 
Eve of Tour. 


An earnest defense of present methads of 
the chief American industries in extending 
their foreign trade and a warning that spe- 
cial efforts must be adopted to assure further 
progress came last night from J. A. Farrell, 
president of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, He spoke at the annual dinner of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ agsociation at the 
Congress hotel, with John Barrett, director 
general of the Pan-American union, as the 
other principal speaker. 

Mr. Farrell, prior to his elevation to the 
presidency, was in charge of the cotpora- 
tion’s export business. The experience he 
gained there made his advice welcome to the 
Illinois men, who next February will con- 
duct the biggest trade tour ever essayed— 
through the principal countries of Central 
and South America. This program he took 
occasion to commend. 

Almost heretical in the minds of tebe of 


' his hearers was his direct challenge to/prove 


the prime importance of ship subsidy, con- 
eular labors, government and wi cat poli- 
cies, and reports. 

‘All of these,"’ said Mr. Farrell, “ are im- 
portant—collaterally. They are of little avail 
unless our wares can be produced and sold 
in competition with the producers of other 
nations.” 


Justifies Lower Yoreian Prices, 
Then Mr. Farrell made the firat important, 
statement yet offered on why the industries 
feel they are privileged to sell their goods 
at lower prices abroad than in this country. 
He said competition forces them to cut if 


| they are going to get any foreign business. 


** While it has been generally conceded that 
export business is desirable and necessary 
to supplement domestie trade, some econ- 
omists have tnsisted that such business 
should not be accepted at less than the do- 
mestic prices,”’ he said. “‘ No explanation, 
however, is offered as to the method of ob- 
taining export business except at prices com- 
petitive with those of foreign manufacturers. 

“It is unnecessary to argue with anyone 
who has a knowledge of the world’s export 
trade that American matérials cannot be sold 
in foreign markets at other than competitive 
prices for like quality. American manufac- 
turers have achieved a noteworthy result ia 
the upbuilding of their foreign trade; "’ 


Doubts Panama Cana) Advantages. 

Mr. Farrell is not overoptimistic about the 
opening of the Panama canal as a boom to 
American foreign trade. He pointedout suc- 
cinctly that the cut through the {sthmus will 
shorten routes for European freighters just 
as muchas for the American ships. He point- 
ed out that it will mean a complete readjust- 


| ment of world commerce, through the surplus 


of ships that will thus be created. Whether 
it would lead to lower shipping rates he did 
not care to predict. | 

He explained America must adapt itself to 
the trade conditions of the southern repub- 
lics, meet the prevailing systeme of weights 
and measures, and the demands, however dif- 
feremt they may be from those of Homestio 
consumers. 

That done, he emphasized, the desbiacicints 
banks must establish branches tm foreign 
countries if they are going to finance trade 
successfully. This he said was the only way 
in which Germany was able to take care of 
its commerce and develop it to its preserit 
great position. © 


‘Urges Nationwide Co-operdtion, 

Of prime importance, said Mr. Farrell, is 
the cotperation of nation, commercial organ- 
izations, and individual shippers. Here he 
explained the work the department of com- 
merce is now doing and lauded the ilinols 
men for their contemplated trip. | 

‘The plans of the American government,” 
he said, “‘are not only of intense interest to 
all American manufacturers from the prac- 
tical standpoint, but particularly as indicat- 
ing the government's interest in the business 
community arid its desire to codperate with 
American business men and foster and en- 
courage their labors at home and abroad. 

“There is no more important work that 
the government could undertake, and every 
American manufacturer will support the ef- 
forts of every department of the government 
that is concerned with the interests of the 
American manufacturer, not only because of 
self-interest, but from patriotic motives.” 

Praising the development of America’s 
foreign trade, the greatest on record, he as- 
serted, he called attention, however, to the 
need of greater expansion. It now is $40 per 
capita, against $70 for Germany and $125 for 
England . | 
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Barrett Praises Trade Tour. 

To the remarks of the director genera! of 
the Pan-American union attached almost as 
keen interest. 

“T do not exaggerate,” sald Mir. Barrett, 
“when I exprese the belief that the Central 
and South American countries will experi- 
ence, after the opening of the Panama canal, 
the greatest material, commercial, and 
economic development whigh any greup of 
nations hag ever experienced in the history 
of the world.’ 

Director Barrett urged every sleantecter 
er to join the February trip to <4 feat Amer- 
ica.

Dr. Charles R. Henderson, chairman of 
the city commission on unemployment, will 


present to the mayor and city. council within . 


a few days recommendations for relief of 
tens of thousands of unemployed men now in 
Chicago. Unless something is done soon, 
Dr. Henderson will say, crime, suffering, and 
death will result. 

Dr. Henderson will try to secure an audi- 
ence with Mayor Harrison today to ascertain 
the powers of the commission If permitted, 
Dr. Henderson said last night,:the commis- 
sion would try to secure state legislation for 
relief of the unemployed. The situation, he 
said, had grown grave, being nearly 50 per 
cent worse than last year and even worse 
than in 1907-’03. 


Hope for Permanent Relief. 

“The problem of legislation affecting the! 
unemployed necessarily will fnvolve an at- 
tempt at permanent relief. We may require 
state legislation ultimatély. There are 30,000 
or 40,000 unemployed men in Chicago to be 
provided for during the winter months. 
Their labor is confined to the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall months, and they are able to 
save up enough money to tide them over 
the winter. 

“The gravest problem concerns those men 
who apply for aid because of illness.”’ 

Secretary J. K. Brenton of the committee 
on homeless men, submitted to Dr. Hender- 
son a detailed report of investigations of la- 
bor conditions. The report says not enly are 
the organized charities swamped with appli- 
cations for aid, but available jobs have de- 
creased 50 per cent since las: vear. The com- 
mittee said something must be done to avert 
a crisis. 


Various Bodies Represented. 

Members of the committee are Col. Nathan 
William MacChesney of the United Charities; 
Abraham Bowers, immigration commission- 
er of the Y. M. C. A.; Maj. W. J. Gooding, in- 
dustrial department of the Saivation army; 
Charles F. Rogers, superintendent of the 
municipal lodging house; Maj. R. H. Merri- 
field, industrial home of the Volunteers of 
America; the Rev. G. A. Kilby, Christian In- 
dustrial league; William B. Taylor of Rufus 
Dawes Memorial home; Felix Von W. Wy6on, 
German Aid society, and Mr. Brenton. 

The committee showed the registration of 
unemployed men had increased to’ 6,589; it 
was 1,857 in November of 1912. The sesete- 
pal lodging house had beds for 175 and last 
Tuesday night it-housed 690, which the com- 
mittee calls dangerous crowding, 

The increase was 30 per cent in September, 
91 per cent in October and 311 per cent in No- 
vember over last year. 

The committee urged publicity be given in 
other cities of the facts about industrial con- 
ditions in Chicago. It is feared cold weather 
will cause intense suffering. 


SCHOOL FOR KENOSHA IDLE. 

Kenosha, Wis., Dec: 3.—[Special.]—With a 
view of making idleness caused by unsettled 
business conditions a blessing in disguise 
Kenosha has opened a school for the unem- 
ployed. There are no limitations of age, 
color, or nationality, and it is a school de- 
signed to be of greatest utility to the work- 
ing men and women of Kenosha thrown out 
of employment. The Deming school, one of 
the smaller school buildings of the city, will 
be partly given over to housing the unique 
educational institution. In less than a week 
twenty students have been enrolled. 

Some men driven from the bench in ma- 
chine shops are studying the common 
branches of “‘readin’, ‘riting and ‘rithmetic,"’ 
while at an adjoining bench another man is 
learning the rudiments of bookkeeping and 


‘ commercial arithmetic. Typewriters have 


been installed in the school and some stu- 
dents are studying stenography.

Indictment of “ Dr.” Siegmund Hirschfeld 
of 168 West Oak street on charges of mal- 
practice in connection with the death of Wal- 
ter_R. Snyder was asked yesterday by At- 
torney Charles Alling of the state board of 
health in a letter which he wrote to State's 
Attorney Maclay Hoyne. 

Hirschfield, who was a pupil at Dr. L. D. 
Rogers’ ‘medical college,” has been exposed 
by Tue TRIBUNE as a quack. In April he is 
said to have injected salvarsan into Snyder, 
who was a professional singer, although 
Snyder was not suffering from any venereal 
disease. Not content with one injection, 
Hirschfeld gave the man the “‘ 606" specific

three times, it is said. The third injection, 


it is said, caused paralysis, due to arsenic 


|. poison, from which Snyder died. 


Letter from Alling. 

Mr. Alling in letter says in part: 

“I desire to call your attention to the case 
of Siegmund Hirschfeld, against whom judg- 
ment was entered in the. Municipal court on 
July 14 for $100 and costs. The statement 
of claim averred that the defendant prac- 
ticed medicine without a license about March 
25 and frequently for nine weeks preceding 
said date, and also on March 381. 

“This charge was made because friends 
of the late Walter R. Snyder reported to.me 
that he had been treated by Hirschfeld at 
said times.

Snyder by Hirschfeld on March 25 was fol- 
lowed by an immediate and serious deteriora- 
tion in the condition of the patient. 

“T suggest you request these witnesses to 
come to your office and give you the history of 
this case with a view to bringing such action 
against Hirschfeld under the criminal code 
as you may feel to be justified by the state- 
ments of the witnesses.” 

Hirschfeld also is said to have been respon- 
sible for the death of a woman patient, and 
this case may also be brought to the atten- 
tion of the state’s attorney. 


Anti-Quack Ordinance in Sight. 

The council health committee went on 
record as favoring an ordinance to put quack 
doctors out of. bueiness. Chairman Willis O. 
Nance’s action in introducing a council order 
calling upon the corporation counsel to pre- 
pare an ordinance, was approved, and at the 
next meeting the draft probably will be 
recommended for passage. 

The ordinance has been drafted by Assiat- 
ant Corporation Counsel Grogsman, and 
strikes at the quacks by forbidding news- 
papers or other publications sold upon the 
streets to publish fraudulent advertising of 
this character. 


Landis Backs Indictments, 

Judge Landis decided the government's 
indictments against an aggregation of seven 
quack. doctors are perfectly good and the 
fakers will have to stand trial. The casese 
came up for arguments on @demurrers, which 
were overruled in every instance. 

The government insisted the defendants be 
brought to trial as early as possible.” All the 
indictments were returned last spring. Dis- 
trict Attorney James H. Wilkerson took per- 
gonal charge of directing the arguments for 
the government. Francis W. Jiroch’s case 
was set for trial on Jan. 56. All are charged 
with using the mails in schemes to defraud 
by advertising themselves as ‘‘ specialists in 
the cure of men’s diseases,”’ and that their 
particular medicine was a ‘“ wonderful 
eure’”’ for every disease known to science. 

Dr. Frank E. Simpson condemned the use 
of the arsenic salve employed by “ quack "’ 
doctors at a meeting of the Chicago Medical 
society last night.

NEAR TERMINALS 


Decisive Victory for Increased 
Open Space Scored by 
Plan Commission, 


List of Roadways and Concessions 
‘Demanded of Pennsylvania 
Decided Upon. 


FOR BENEFIT OF CHICAGO PUBLIC 


BY OSCAR E, HEWITT. 

A decisive and important victory for more 
street space and the straightening of the 
river in connection with the Pennsylvania 
passenger terminal was won yesterday by 
the Chicago Plan commission, the Citizens‘ 
Terminal committee, and other advocates of 
these improvements. It came about in thig 
way: 

John F. Wallace, expert for the council 
terminal committee, and Bion J. Arnold, 
expert for the citizens’ committee, agreed 
upon ten provisions “ for the Chicago pub- 
lic,’? which they urged shall be placed in the 
ordinance for the Union Station company. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Beckwith, 
Walter L. Fisher, attorney for the citizens’ 
committee, and Robert Redfield, attorney for 
the roads, will meet this afternoon to put 
these provisions in legal language. Whether 
Mr, Redfield's clients approve of the ideas or 
not, it is highly improbable that the lawyers 
can avoid putting them in ordinance form, 
With them once in the ordinance few alder- 
men would dare strike out provisions * for 
the Chicago public.” 


Agree on These Provisions, 

The matters on which the two engineers 
agreed should be placed in the passenger 
terminal ordinance follow in verbatim an 
guage: 

1. Desirability of eventually hineiathtnnbiia 
the river along some line far enough west 
to permit of the opening of all south side 
streets as far west as Franklin street. . 

2. Provision for the eventual opening of 
Congress street. 

% The opening of Monroe street to permit 
of the construction of a new bridge across 
the river. 

4. The elevation of Canal street as far 
north as Harrison street, commencing aj 
Twelfth street. 

5. The eventual extension of Canal street 
to a connection with the north side crossing 
Chicago river. 

6. The desirability of the establishment of 
a continuing technical board or commission, 
preferabiy of three men, to take up, consider, 
and investigate, and to have jurisdiction 
over matters pertaining to railroad terminal 
questions, but so constituted that its powers 
will not conflict with thé legislative powers 
of the city council or of the powers of the 
state board of public utilities. 

7. In the principle of routing through sub- 
urban traina, if details of operation can be 
worked out. , 

8. That the’ Union Station company and 
railroad Companies should pay or in some 
other manner compensate the city for all 
property vacated or for other concessions 
granted. 

® In the eventual opening, extending, wid- 
ening, and connecting up of all existing 
streets which are recommended to be opened, 
widened, extended, or connected in the ree- 
ommendations submitted to your committee 
by the officers of the Chicago plan commis 
sion under date of Novy. 28, 1913. 


All Expense Not on Railroads, 

It is not contemplated that the railroads 
shall make all of these improvements at their 
own expense. The experts said, however, 
that they desired that these ideas be placed 
in the ordinance as a means of getting the 
codperation of the roads when the improves 
ments are made. 

At one point in the discussion Ald. Geiger 
remarked that the ideas are to go into the 
ordinance.

STEEL SLUMP STILL ON. 


Production of Metals Continues 


New York, Dec. 3.—[Special.]—The Irea 
Age tomorrow will say: 

“The November pig iron statistics show « 
sharp cutting down of the output of steel 
works blast furnaces in view of the curtail- 
ment in steel. For the 30 days the total was 
2,233,603 gross tons, or 74,453 tonsa day. In 
October it was 2,546,261 tons, or 82,153 tongs 
day. The steel works furnaces averaged 
7,200 tons a day less than in October, while 
the merchant furnace output declined only

Business Uncertainty Based on 
Erroneous Forecast of Dis- 
turbing Results.

Measure Considerably Modified. 

The measure, as it now stands, has been 
greatly modified since the first arguments 
were made against its principal features. 
Reserve requirements have been reduced, 
ability of the banks to borrow at the fegional 
banks has been made acceptable, the pro- 
vision for refunding the 2 per cent bonds 
has Deen modified to an almost satisfactory 
state and, taken as a whole, the bill now 
promises inflation rather than contraction 
in credits. 

The member banks in the federal system 
will not only have available for lending all 
their present available resources, but also 
will be enabled to render liquid a volume of 
bills receivable now rigid. With a few 
changes, not of a vital character, the meas- 
ure will meet varying conditions in trade 
and give to the country’s credits a measure 
of elasticity never before enjoyed. 

Under these conditions, there should be 
no hesitancy to believe that the provisions of 
the bill will prove helpful. 


Western Roads Show Decreases. 


Further reports of October earnings of western 
roads issued yesterday do not improve the outlook 
for profits. St. Paul’s figures showed a decrease in 
gross of $163.644. The net operating income de- 
creased more than twice that amount. Since July 
1 St. Paul's gross has shown a slight falling off, 
but the net operating income has fallen away 
$2,054,838. It is true earnings compare with large 
returns one year ago, but so do operating expenses, 

Northern Pacific for October showed a decrease 
of about 8 per cent in gross, while net decreased 
ll per cent. Since July 1 Northern Pacific’s net 
operating income has fallen away $516,030. 

The Soo line made a poor October showing with 
a decrease in net operating income of about 85 
per cent. 

Southern lines reporting for October show general 
improvement, Southern railway and Louisvilleand 
Nashville exhibiting gains in both grose and net.
